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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: No amendment to the claims or argument was 
presented that overcome the Final Rejection mailed 30 June 2008. 

The Applicant is arguing the NEGATIVE limitation "wherein the combination logic comprises logic functions whose outputs depend solely on 
their inputs and utilizes logic circuits without memory" is not taught in the Van Dyke reference. As stated in the Final Office Action Van 
Dyke does teach in col. 5, lines 58 through col. 6, line 2 that an embodiment contains a 'bypass mechanism' so that there is no register 
write back time. In addition Van Dyke explains that the bypass mechanism can be provided elsewhere in ALUs. As the Applicant has 
explained the ALUs use memory access. However as explained in Van Dyke a bypass mechanism can be used to eliminate 'register write 
back ... latency' or operands without delaying this is interpreted to be equivalent to circuits without memory. In addition by using the bypass 
mechanism or circuits without memory, the output solely depends on their inputs. 
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
